THE PROBLEM OF CITY WASTE. 


Elsewhere in this issue \ve reprint quite voluminous 


extracts from a report by tlie sanitary committee of the 
Municipal Improvement League of St. Louis.

It summarizes in 
an illuminating way the results of a painstaking and 
comprehensive investigation made hy the St. Louis 
committee in its effort to find a solution of the prob- 
lem of municipal waste in .that city. Fnrt Wayne is 


steps to solve that problem as it exists here and 


counsel should be taken and profit derived from what 
other cities have learned and what other cities have 
done. 
The inquiry to be made by the-.council com- 


mittee and-board' of'public works ought to he far- 
reaching and thorough .to.the end that what is done 
shall have the approval at the outset of the most satis- 
factory experience of those cities'which.have accom- 
plished something in their measures for disposing of 
municipal waste. Fort Wayne may as.well go about 
this matter determined to do the best that can be done 
and so solve the problem for an indefinite period.

A CITY AMI ITS UTILITIES. 


(From '"Municipal Franchises," hy Delos F. 
\Vilcox, 


chief of tho Bureau of Franchises of tho Public 
Service Commission for Now York City.) 


While the argument of this chapter has thus far been 


favorable to municipal ownership and operation, tho 
author has neither space nor inclination to treat, the 
subject, exhaustively in this place. 
It has been his aim 


to provp, if possible, that those who have the case all 
settled against, municipal ownership are radically wrong. 
Thp question should nt least, he kept open for future de- 
termination. 
A franchise that ties the city up perma- 


nently to private ownership and operation is a relic of 
the dark ages in municipal politics. 
All good citizens 


will rejoice at the arrival of the day when no one can 
object to municipal ownership on the ground that the 
'city government is unfit to undertake it. 
Now that the 


ancient motto, "in lime of peace, prepare for war," is 
being interpreted as tending to bring about, the thing 
for which we prepare, I would suggest the following as 
a substitute: 
"In the era of franchises, prepare for 


municipal ownership." 
There are a number of steps 


that can profitably be taken now without waiting for 
the final decision as to the general policy ot ownership. 
1 suggest the following: 


First, clear away all legal and constitutional obstacles 


to municipal ownership and operation, so that each city 
will have a free hand in dealing with the matter. 


Second.--tax and regulate the life out of perpetual 


franchises until the companies are willing to give them 
up for indeterminate granfs with a reservation to the 
city of the option to purchase. 


Third, in every new franchise and in franchise read- 


justments make provision for the amortization of ex- 
isting capital value, so -that when the city gets ready 
to take over the property it will not. he prevented by 
the necessity of assuming a burden of debt that is im- 
possible. 


Fourth, establish public utility commissions or de- 


partments, franchises and accounting bureaus and other 
agencies through which the 
cities will be 
acquiring 


knowledge and' training men against the day -when pub- 
lic utilities may he acquired for municipal operation. 


Fifth, remove the curse from municipal government 


as. rapidly as possible hy establishing effective responsi- 
bility and cultivating efficiency and constructive civic 
siatesmanshp. 


Sixth, take a wide look around and a long look ahead, 


link up the problem of municipal franchises with the 
national conservation movement and kindle a fire under 
every sleepy citizen till even the street, gamins, the club- 
women and the great, merchants off Broadway know 
•what a franchise signifies. 


Hecause of the very marked differ- 


ence in the character 
of the three 


kinds of .waste, your committee as- 
sumed that they should'lie separated 
by the householder and collected sep- 
arately by the city. 
For Hie same 


reason it recommends .the separate 
disposal of'these three kinds of waste. 


European Method. 


In England, it Is true.'th» practice 


is .to throw all of the garbage, rub- 
bish and abhcs into one receptacle 
from which it is removed by the col- 
lector and hauled to the destructors 
where it is .burned with the addition 
of a small amount of fuel. 
The steam 


thus generated is used for electric 


ins or pumping sewage and wa- 


ter. On the continent and In America 
however, this method has not been 
adopted or has proven unsatisfactory 
Only twn or three continental cltl»s 
are using the incinerating process for 
disposing ,of nil or'part of Its waste. 
Paris erected n destructor, made a 
number of tests, hut did not find the 
plant sufficiently satisfactory to war- 
runt the adoption of that method for. 
the entire city. 
Berlin decided to try 


the English destructor. English work- 
men were engaged to build and work 
the furnace.

If these estimates, which are based 


ipon the experiences of other cities, 
be true. then.
